What is eligible? 


Wintario provides assistance within the following nine 
categories: 


1. Non-expendable recreation equipment 

This includes such items as a record player, a potter’s 
wheel, bocci balls, and a dart board. Expendable 
supplies, such as clay, records, or poster paints are 
ineligible for funding. 


2. Workshops, conferences, and training programs 
Events which foster the development of 
multiculturalism, or which enhance and improve the 
delivery of fitness or recreation services to Ontario’s 
older residents, are eligible for assistance. Support is 
limited to a maximum of $5,000 for a provincial event, 
$3,000 for a regional event and $1,500 for a 
community event. Items such as fees for instructors, 
audio-visual services, equipment rentals, and 
duplication costs for training manuals are eligible. 
Annual or on-going meetings are ineligible for support. 


3. Non-personal fitness equipment 

Items such as stationary bicycles, rowing machines, 
and floor mats are eligible for assistance. Personal 
equipment, such as running shoes and gym clothes 
are not eligible for funding. 


4. Print or audio-visual resources 

Publication expenses, fees for the technical services 
of camera operators, audio-engineers, or writers, and 
production costs associated with developing films, 
books, slides, video-tapes, and pamphlets are eligible 
for support. 


5. Shows, festivals, and competitions 

Only gatherings which are separate from, or additions 
to, on-going events are eligible for funding. Audio- 
visual equipment rentals, travel, accommodation 
expenses, and honoraria for speakers, duplication 
costs for programs and information sheets, and the 
cost of making a video tape or recording the event 
are all included in this category. Support is limited to 
a maximum of $5,000 for a provincial event, and 
$3,000 for a regional event. 


6. Study tours 

Assistance is provided for one person representing a 
provincial organization to undertake a study tour 
once in a twelve-month period. Travel must be at 
economy rates. 


7. Travel to invitational events 

Travel costs at economy rates and the expense of 
transporting equipment are eligible for support to a 
maximum of $1,500 within this category. Assistance is 
limited to one event per group per twelve-month 
period. However, group travel of a tourist nature is 
ineligible. 


8. Vehicles 

Funding is available for the purchase of a vehicle 
which is used exclusively for furthering the cultural or 
recreational activities of your organization. If the 
vehicle is not needed for programs on a continuing 
and frequent basis, it can be purchased and used 
jointly with other community groups. Adaptation of 
vehicles to meet the special needs of the disabled or 
handicapped are also eligible for funding. 


9. Capital grants 

Funding is available for the purchase of land or 
buildings, site works, construction of new buildings, 
alteration of existing buildings, and for the addition of 
permanent equipment. 


Who has received funds? 


HELPING HANDS OF TORONTO received 
assistance for their program of providing 
woodworking therapy to men in homes for the aged. 


THE GADABOUTS SENIOR CITIZEN CHOIR OF 
KINGSTON was awarded a grant to help with the 
cost of transportation to Guelph and Windsor for 
invitational performances. 


THE CHURCH STREET SENIORS received a grant 


for a radio, piano, and a colored television. 


LAKEVIEW CAN & DO was awarded a grant to 
purchase a record player, movie projector, pool table, 
shuffleboard, and bingo equipment. 


THE SENIOR CITIZENS CHORAL GROUP OF 
THE PORT COLBOURNE SOCIAL AND 
RECREATIONAL CENTRE received assistance in the 
purchase of uniforms and music, and for travel costs 
to an invitational performance in North Bay. 


THE SUDBURY FINNISH SENIOR CITIZENS 
CLUB received assistance with their purchase of 
costumes and equipment, and for travel costs to 
Thunder Bay for the Canada Day Festival. Equipment 
purchased included a 3M copier which will allow them 
to duplicate song sheets, music, dance, and gymnastic 
instruction sheets; concert programs and advertising 
posters. 


These are just a few examples of the kinds of projects 
Wintario helps finance. 


General rules 


1. Non-profit 

Wintario funding is available only to non-profit 
organizations which have been in existence for at 
least one year. 


2. Cost sharing 

Wintario funding will not exceed 50% of the total 
costs of any project. Community support for the 
other 50% must come from locally-raised, private 
contributions of monies, efforts and other resources. 


3. One-year maximum 

Funding is for a maximum of twelve months, and 
grants will not be renewed. Applicants must 
demonstrate the existence of support from sources 
other than Wintario for any on-going costs a project 
will generate. Your group may apply within each 
category only once in a twelve-month period. 


4. Accessibility 

Wintario projects must be accessible to all members 
of the public for whom the project is relevant. For 
example, a Seniors’ Fitness class, funded by Wintario, 
would have to be open to all seniors in the area, while 
a Seniors’ Handicraft Fair would have to be open to 
the public in general. 


How to apply 


For application forms, write or telephone the nearest 
field office of the Ministry of Culture and Recreation. 
Field office personnel will be able to assist you and 
give you additional information. 


Give yourself plenty of time. Applications, if properly 
completed, take about two months to process. No 
projects will be funded after they have already begun.
